(a) ldentification. An intraocular lens
is a device made of materials such as
glass or plastic intended to be im-
planted to replace the natural lens of
an eye.

(b) Classification. Class II1I.

(c) Date PMA or notice of completion of
a PDP is required. As of May 28, 1976, an
approval under section 515 of the act is
required before this device may be
commercially distributed. See §886.3.

Intraocular lens.

§886.3800 Scleral shell.

(a) ldentification. A scleral shell is a
device made of glass or plastic that is
intended to be inserted for short time
periods over the cornea and proximal-
cornea sclera for cosmetic or recon-
structive purposes. An artificial eye is
usually painted on the device. The de-
vice is not intended to be implanted.

(b) Classification. Class II.

§886.3920 Eye valve implant.

(a) lIdentification. An eye valve im-
plant is a one-way, pressure-sensitive,
valve-like device intended to be im-
planted to normalize intraocular pres-
sure. The device may be used in the
treatment of glaucoma.

(b) Classification. Class II1.

(c) Date PMA or notice of completion of
a PDP is required. No effective date has
been established of the requirement for
premarket approval. See §886.3.

Subpart E—Surgical Devices

§886.4070 Powered corneal burr.

(a) ldentification. A powered corneal
burr is an AC-powered or battery-pow-
ered device that is a motor and drilling
tool intended to remove rust rings
from the cornea of the eye.

(b) Classification. Class I.

§886.4100 Radiofrequency
electrosurgical cautery apparatus.

(a) Identification. A radiofrequency
electrosurgical cautery apparatus is an

AC-powered or battery-powered device

intended for use during ocular surgery

to coagulate tissue or arrest bleeding

by a high frequency electric current.
(b) Classification. Class II.

§886.4115 Thermal cautery unit.

(a) ldentification. A thermal cautery
unit is an AC-powered or battery-pow-
ered device intended for use during oc-
ular surgery to coagulate tissue or ar-
rest bleeding by heat conducted
through a wire tip.

(b) Classification. Class I1.

§886.4150 Vitreous aspiration and cut-
ting instrument.

(a) ldentification. A vitreous aspira-
tion and cutting instrument is an elec-
trically powered device, which may use
ultrasound, intended to remove vit-
reous matter from the vitreous cavity
or remove a crystalline lens.

(b) Classification. Class I1.

§886.4170 Cryophthalmic unit.

(a) Identification. A cryophthalmic
unit is a device that is a probe with a
small tip that becomes extremely cold
through the controlled use of a refrig-
erant or gas. The device may be AC-
powered. The device is intended to re-
move cataracts by the formation of an
adherent ice ball in the lens, to freeze
the eye and adjunct parts for surgical
removal of scars, and to freeze tumors.

(b) Classification. Class Il.

§886.4230 Ophthalmic knife test drum.

(a) Identification. An ophthalmic
knife test drum is a device intended to
test the keenness of ophthalmic sur-
gical knives to determine whether re-
sharpening is needed.

(b) Classification. Class |I. The device
is exempt from the premarket notifica-
tion procedures in part 807, subpart E
of this chapter. The device also is ex-
empt from the current good manufac-
turing practice regulations in part 820
of this chapter, with the exception of
§820.180, with respect to general re-
quirements concerning records, and
§820.198, with respect to complaint
files.
